A copy of this letter is attached hereto as 
Exhibit B, and all dates on the Exhibit have been redacted. 

5. I executed the declaration of inventorship for the above-identified application on 
March 7, 2001. The declaration of inventorship is on file at the U.S. Patent and Trademark Of- 
fice with the above-identified application. 

6. The above-identified patent application was filed on March 9, 2001 .
